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Claims 29-54 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112, first 
paragraph, as containing subject matter which was not described 
in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one 
skilled in the relevant art that the inventor (s), at the time the 
application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. 

Applicants' limitation of a polydispersity of "2.0" is not 
disclosed by the specification as filed and is therefore new 
matter. 

Claim 50 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point 
out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicants 
regard as the invention. 

Claim 50 recites a polydispersity of 2 not 2.0 and therefore 
lacks antecedent basis in any preceding claim. 

Claim 50 is objected to under 37 CFR 1.75(c), as being of 
improper dependent form for failing to further limit the subject 
matter of a previous claim. Applicant is required to cancel the 
claim(s) , or amend the claim(s) to place the claim(s) in proper 
dependent form, or rewrite the claim (s) in independent form. 
Claim 50 recites a polydispersity of 2 which is no narrower than 
2.0 and therefore claim 50 fails to further limit the preceding 
claim. 
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The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs 
of 35 U.S. C. § 102 that form the basis for the rejections under 
this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless -- 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or 
on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the 
date of application for patent in the United States. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) which 

forms the basis for all obviousness rejections set forth in this 

Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not 
identically disclosed or described as set forth in section 
102 of this title, if the differences between the subject 
matter sought to be patented and the prior art are such that 
the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the 
time the invention was made to a person having ordinary 
skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which 
the invention was made. 

Claims 29-50, 52 and 53 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 
102(b) as being anticipated by Himori et al . (EP 296850).

Claims 29-54 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
anticipated by or, in the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
obvious over Tatsuya et al .

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Applicants' arguments filed 10-1-03 have been fully 
considered but they are not deemed to be persuasive. 

With regard to Himori, the Examiner has reviewed applicants' 
remarks in the previous response and in particular those on page 
10 of applicants' previous response. However with regard to the 
Table reproduced on page 10 of applicants' previous remarks, 
Himori ' s preparation No. 1 exhibits a polydispersity of 2.045 
which is equal to 2 . 0 when expressed to the same number of 
significant figures as that of applicants. 

With regard to Tatsuya et al . , applicants appear to be 
correct that practical Example 30 is the only example pertinent 
to the patentability of the instant claims. Applicants argue 
that both chain ends of the polypropylene glycol in Tatsuya 's 
polypropylene glycol are brominated. While this may be so, 
patentees utilize insufficient diphenyldithiocarbamate reagent to 
react with both chain ends of the brominated polypropylene glycol 
as set out previously. Therefore it is immaterial that the 
polypropylene glycol of patentees' Example 3 0 contains bromine at 
both chain ends. 

Applicants' amendment necessitated the new grounds of 
rejection. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL. See M.P.E.P. 

§ 706.07(a). Applicants are reminded of the extension of time 
policy as set forth in 37 C.F.R. § 1.136(a).
